Proposal That Trade Unionists Take 
a Greater Interest Jn Politi- ~ 
eal Affairs. ' 



Motions on Behalf of Domestic Ser- 
vants, Musielaiia, Tailors and 
Otlier Industrials. 



EDixiiunctii, Sept. 10.— Tlie British 
Tfiitiea Unions CoiiKress to-day resumed 
its seasion. Tlie National Union of Gaa 
WorUors and Geniral Laborers of Great 
Britain and Ireland presented the follow - 
ing reeolutiona : 

" That in the opinion of this congress, 
where grants of public inoneye are given 
for ediu'atioiial inirposes there should be 
alEo public control; tliat our jireaont 
system of stnte education, based on 
coiiimercialiBin and lieiiif; out of har- 
mony with the econoniic forces wliich 
are working towards collectivism, does 
not supply the educational needs of the 
nation ; therefore it is itnp.^rativo that 
our education system be completely re- 
modelled o!i Et.'cii a basis as to secure 
the democratic principle, equality or op- 
portunity, and Ijy the introduction into 
our state Hchools of the best resalts of 
educational science, to make it possible 
for English children to obtiiin such n 
trainin>;, ))hysic!il, iiitelU^ctual and 
moral, us may tend to make them wor- 
thy citizens of a co-operative couimon- 
I wealth. 

" We thcrofoie instruct the parlia- 
inentai-y committee to urge on the 
L'overninent to introduce an amended 
lueiisuic on the lines' indicated by this 
resolution, " 

Alter the motion had been amended 
to leave tlie jiarliainentary comiuilteo a 
free hand to deal with future education- 
id i)roporfalfl, the motion was adopted in 
substance. 

The National Municipal Labor Union 
then submitted the following: resolution: 
" That this body of Trades Unions of the 
Unitbd Kingdom wish the parliamen- 
tary 'committee to consider the advis- 
ability of at once movinjj the Kovern- 
ment tu liriiig in a bill making it com- 
jjulsory fur all iminicipalitio.s to adopt 
some practical scheme of old ago pen- 
sions fijf their, eiiiployees." The motion 
was adopted. . 

Tlio Operative Stonetuasons' Society 
submitted ,tlio followin',; resolution: 
"Tliatin the opinion of tiiis congress 
tlie time has arrived when i)olitical dif- 
ferences iimoiiir trade unionists sliould 
cease to be a barrier to uniting us on 
cue broad platform of workers interest- 
ed in tlio imperial legislation of this 
country, and we inetri-ct the parliamen- 
tary pommittee to submit the following 
question to trades unions: 

" First— Are your members willing to 
Bubecribe one penny per quarter, to a 
fund for the purpose of contesting seats 
and Bii)iporti!ig bona fide trade unionist 
candidates for parliamentary honors, 
pleclged to neither of the old parties, 
namely. Liberal or Tory? 

" .Second — Tlie fund to ho under the 
direct manutienieiit and the electinn ma- 
chinery worked from the centre of the 
I)arliaiiientary cominittec, the jjayment 
of members anil otlier details to be 
worked out by the committee. 

" Third — In event of a sutiicient num- 
lier of replies being received to guaran- 
tee the niisiiig of funds for tlie above 
|)ur|iosPsas would warrant the commit- 
tee ill taking steps to bring about the 
result indicated, they are to give notice 
when the first subscription becomes 
due." 

The resolution was defeated. The 
same orgaDization submitted a resolu- 
tion to the effect that the duration of 
the congress' seesions should be extend- 
ed for a fortnight, but this was also de- 
feated. 

There was a lively deliate ovt'r the 
resolution ol the Naticnal .Sailors and 
Firemen's Union, asking for a complete 
amnesty to all politii^il iirisoiiers. A 
number of objectiouH were rttised to this 
resolution, on the ground that the 
mattef was outside the province of the 
congrijss, but it was carried by'a vote of 
88 to ,52. 

The Aiaialganiated Jlusicians' Union 
jiresented a motion that the competition 
with bivilian musicians by army, navy 
and^police bandsmen is unjust, and it 
instructs the parliamentary committee 
to adopt measures to assist civilian 
musiciaiiB to iiiit an end to thisgrievance. 
Tlie projioRition was adopted. 

The lyjnilon and Provincial Domestic 
Servants' Union presented the following 
motion, wl;ieli was adopted: "That 
this congress strongly tirges ujiou the 
government the necessity of amending 
tiie law of master and i-ervant, so as to 
render it compulsory ujion all employers 
of domestic servants to give a true char- 
acter in writing to servants on leaving 
their emiiloy." 

The Amalgamated Musicians' Union 
presented a resolution " that the streets 
noises bill now before parliament should 
be amended to allow of properly quali- 
fied buntiB composed nf Eugiislimen to 
perform in the streets ur other places 
with permission to collect, after get- 
ting^the Consent of the local authorities. 
The motion was defeated. 

Another motion defeated was that 
presented I)y tlio Amalgamated Society 
of Tailors, regretting the action of a 
number of co-operative societies who re- 
fuse to accept fair trade union prices, 
and instructing representatives on the 
joint trades union ami co-operative arbi- 
tration committee to increa.-ie their ef- 
forts to secure a more harmonious rela- 
tionship between two movements which 
have so many interests in common. 

The congress defeated a motion made 
liy the National Hosiery Union that the 
method of voting shall be . by the dele- 
gates present in congress either by show 
of bands or. ballot, but that no delegate 
have more tnan one vote.

Mr. Lister'e Contemptible Onslaught 
on the Leader of .the, Oppo-

lie Declines to Give PiU'ticulars and 
Shelters Himself Behind Par- 
liamentary J'rivilege. 



' (From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Sept. 10. — Progress with the 
eatimatea was somewhat delayed to-day 
by a violent outbreak on the part of Mr. 
Lister, who insinnated that Sir Charles 
Tujiper when in London had profited 
by the negotiation of a loan. This drew 
an indignant protest from the Oppo- 
aition. 

Sir Charles Tupper defied Mr. Lister 
to make a direct charge for which he 
could bo placed in dock if it was made 
outside. 

Mr. Lister grudgingly accepted Sir 
Charlea Tupper's denial, pending the 
reault of criminal libel proceeding now 
pending against tlie Halifax Ohronicle 
from a similar charge. 

Hon. Mr. Foster also demanded an 
explicit statement as to the particular 
loan. 

Mr. Lister's reply was that he did not 
accuse Mr. Foster of personal corrup- 
tion, but as he declined to specify the 
loan Mr. J'^ostor scored him severely, 
holding liiiii uj) to ridicule as a man 
making vile insinuations and sheltering 
liimself behind his privilege as a mem- 
ber of the House. 

Cliairman Brodeur refused to allow 
Mr. Borden (Halifax), counsel for the 
prosecution against tlie Cliroiiicle, to 
make a reply to Mr. Lister. 

Whip Taylor moved tliat the commit- 
tee rise, and Mr. Borden proceeded to 
show first that the defence of the Chron- 
icle was that they made no charge. Mr. 
Taylor refusing to withdraw, the motion 
was voted down by 75 to 51. 

Several civil service estimates then 
passed, while several stood for informa- 
tion which ministers were unable to 
give. 



A CYCLONE IN PARIS. 

London, Sept. 10. — Paris is much ex- 
cited over the cyclone to-day which 
developed into a disaster of considerable 
proportions. Over 50 injured have thus 
far been reportetl to one station alone, 
and tivedeaths were brought in. Several 
men and women had their skulls frac- 
tured by the falling of some gates be- 
hind which they had sought shelter 
from the storm. A cab driver who had 
taken refugb in his cab was killed with 
his horses and the cab demolished. Nine 
members of the stafl' of La France, who 
were leaving the tribunal de commerce, 
were all seriously injured, one having 
his skull fractured. A dozen liersons 
were carried bodily into tlie Seine from 
the bridges and from the quays and 
were rescued with great difiiculty, sev- 
eral being injured and left in a critical 
condition so that they had to bo taken 
to the hospital. Tiie breaking of the 
storm was accompanied by many demon- 
strations of fright by individuals and by 
crowds, the panic of one spreading to 
others. Everybody started to run, 
without regard to obstables, personal 
or otherwise, and there was a shouting 
by men, screaming and wringing of hands 
by wonieu In add to the confusion. The 
damage to in'ojiert}' was widespretul and 
serious. The lirst lempeut of wind was 
immediately succeeded by torrents of 
rain and the cellars all over 
Paris are flooded. At Clichy, the 
roadway of the Boulevard Xationalesank 
several yards. The (Juai des Urlevres 
shows a striking scene of desolation, 
buildings being damaged, things over- 
turned and all looking as though swept 
by a torrent of water. A large ward in the 
Hotel Dieu is full of the victims, two of 
whom died to-nit;ht, and several there 
and in the other hoBpitals are iu a- pre- 
carious condition. It is a curious fact 
that the cyclone chiefly affected the 
small area lying around the Palais de 
,lustice and the Hotel de Ville. The 
cyclone appeared to be caused by two 
strong currents from tlie northwest and 
southeast. The clouds rushed together 
and then whirled around as they met 
just over this area. There was no 
tliunder. 



The Press Association announces that 
a private despatch from Constantinople 
received this evening confirms the 
rumor that the deposition of the Sultan 
is being seriously debated by the powers, 
and important developments are expect- 
ed with the action of the Sheik-Ul-Islam, 
Mehemed Djamel Kddin EfTendi, whose 
fiat io nece.'^Hary for the deposition. The 
British fleet will arrive to-morrow at the 
island ot Tliasos, '^ff the coast of Salonica. 

Tiie Westminster Gazette says that 
the advance of the bank rate was purely 
a precautionary measure, evident from 
biiiiK returns wliich show the reserve tobe 
about the same as on tlio corresponding 
date of 1895.

O rTA\vA, Sept. 10. — The Premier said 
to-day that the Interior portfolio would 
he given to a gentleman from the North- 
west. As Mr. Martin does not come 
within this category it is evident he ia 
not .destined to become one of Mr. 
Laurier's colleagues. The Premier 
stated that the date when thC' portfolio 
would be filleil could not be given 
definitely Lor the ]jresent, and he con- 
sidered these were good reasons why in 
the pulilic interest further delay was 
desirable. 

Sir Charles Tupper said Mr. Laurier's 
btatement was very meagre, but he sup- 
posed the House would havo to be thank- 
ful for small mercies. 

Mr. Davies replying to Hon. Mr. Prior 
said the date for the meeting of the 
commission to assess thedaniages on ac- 
count of the Behring sea sci/.iireH had 
not yet been fixed. The ([ut^stion of the 
ap])ointment of counsel to represent 
Canada was under consideration. Per- 
mission has liceii grtinted to the scalers 
to be represented by their own counsel, 
but on the understanding that the con- 
trol of the case must be in the hands of 
the legal representatives of the govern- 
ment. 

The railway committee of the privy 
council n,ot to-day to hear thirty casesi; 
there weri.' none from British Columbia 
among them. 

Mr. McMulIen haa been appointed 
chairman of the public accounts com- 
mittee, Mr. Scriver of private bills, Mr. 
Langolierof privileges and elections, and 
Mr. Beausoleil of exjiiring laws. No 
chairmanship of committee falls to 
British Columbia. 

A delegation of railway men saw Mr. 
Laurier to-day on ;i number of matters 
ali'ecting the service. The Premier prom- 
ised to facilitate the railway bills liefore 
the house ; he favored compensation for 
railway men injured while at work ; said 
the Chinese imiiiigratioiKiuestion would 
leceive the attention of the government 
and repeated his views on the alien labor 
laws. He also promised to consider the 
request to appoint a railway employee 
to the Senate. 

The bankers concluded their conven- 
tion to-diiy. Mr. Wolferstan Thomas, 
manager of Molsona' bank, Montreal, 
was elected president. The next meet- 
ing will be held' at Niagara Falls. 

ON THE ATLANTIC COAST. 

A Furious Northeast htorm Drives Vessels 
Ashore and Does Great Damage. 

NAKUAGANSurr PiKii, R.L, Sept. 10. — 
A northeast storm which raged here all 
yesterday blew over sixty miles ^n 
hour. The surf rolled very liigh and 
part of the beach row occupied by busi- 
ness houses was already partly sub- 
merged. The surf was covered by one 
of the highest tides of the year. The 
storm increased consideraljly in energy 
as it came up the coast ami made itself 
felt here at an early hour yesterday 
morning, when the wind began blowing 
from the (jast ward. By 10 o'clock the 
wind had attained the velocity of a gale, 
and the authorities at Wasliintrton 
ordered up the hurricane signals all along 
the coast. Rain l)egan falling about 
noon , and continued with but little in- 
termission. Many of the cottagers along 
the shore, aliandoned tlieir summer 
liomos during tlie afternoon. Tiie 
tide at Nantucket at midnight is 
one of the highest seen for years, and 
many of the bootlia and bath-houses 
have been swept away. 

A despatch from Newport, K. I., 
Btat^ that the Helen F. Whitten, of 
Gloucester, one of the finest vessels in 
the fishing fleet, missed stays while try- 
ing to make harbor, and was blown on 
the rocks. The crew of eighteen men 
were taken off with a breeches-buoy, 
while the schooner will iindoulitedly be 
a total loss. The wind along the Rhode 
Island coast blew a gale, an'l t)ie sea 
was tremendous. A fishing schooner 
went ashore at Point Judith and was 
wrecked in the breakers, the (irew of 
nine men being rescued by a palssing 
steamer. ' 



WILL NOT VISIT TORONTO. 

Ur. Chamberlain's Regrets— Gold BrlcK From 
Cariboo— Cardinal Newman's .Nephew 
Dead— The Fair. 

Toronto, Sept. 10. — (Special) — Hon. 
Joseph Chamberlain has written to 
Mayor Fleming regretting that ho can- 
not visit Toronto ou his present trip, but 
expressing the hope that he may be able 
to pay the city a visit in the near 
future. 

The Bank of Montreal haa received a 
gold brick weighing 359 pounds trov, 
valued at ^81,622, the result of the first 
clean up this year at tlio Cariboo 
hydraulic mine, situated 195 miles north 
of Ashcroft, British Columbia.

Among the guests at the Hotel Spo- 
kane is Frederick W, North, F.G.S., of 
Rowley Ilall, Rowley RegiB, England. 
He ia a mining engineer, of London, who 
stands well, among mining engineers, 
and at times has been in the employ of 
tiie Natal and Cape governmenta as 
mining engineer. He is a director of 
tlie International Development Com- 
pany of British Columbia, and. ia man- 
aging director of the Gold Fields of Brit- 
ish Columbia Company, Limited. Each 
pf the corporations is capatalized at 
£1^50,000. 

" My visit," said Mr. North, " is more 
that of a tourist than of a mining en- 
gineer. The fame of tlio I5ritiah Colum- 
bia mining districts has spread to Lon- 
don, and hence, wluui I waa able to take 
a vacation I came here to see for niyseH 
what llie country baa. It is i)ossible 
that my visit may mean the investment 
of consideralile Knyliah capital in the 
mines. I expect to go to Kossland iVlon- 
day, and will remain there a fortnight. 
I am sorry 1 cannot remain longer, but 
I must leave New York October for 
London. It may be impossible for me 
to look over all the properties that I 
want to, but tiiere ia a mining engireer 
at Rossland who repr().<ient8 some of our 
interest, and ho may bo called upon to 
complete what 1 want to do.

ALASKAN BOUNDARY (^UESTIO.N. 

Possibility of Complications Between U.S. 
and Canadian Authorities. 

Nhw York, Sept. !). — A despatch from 
Washington to llie World says; "There 
is a strong proliabilit3' that unless more 
haste is exercised liy the state depart- 
ment in beginning an actual settle- 
ment of the Alaakan boundary ques- 
tion, serious complications may result 
between the United States and Great 
Britain. The action of the Canadian 
surveyors last week in so locatini; the 
I'llst meridian as to throw 201) gold 
mines, including the richest placer mines 
of Alaska, contained in a striji from 
three to eight miles wide, into Canadian 
territory, is likely at any time to precip- 
itate such, a conflict of authority aa can - 
not be ignored by the homo govern- 
ments."

He Talks of Eehriiier Seu Arbitra- 
tion luitl tlio i'aynieut ol 
Judges. 

On ThiirHilaj- evciiintr, the otxl inst., 
Lord Chief Justiue liusBell was tendered 
a banquet at the St. James Club by the 
members of the Montreal bar, Mr. J. E. 
Robidoux, the batonnier, occupying.tbc 
chair. After the toast of the " Queen,'' 
which was I'eceivtd with [;re:it enthusi- 
nein, 

The liiUoiuiior gavo the toast of " Our 
Guest " ill the fullowiiiK introductory re- 
niurlis: "The iiienibers of the bar of 
Montreal, as soon as they heurd of tlie 
cominf; of lyjrd Uassell, deeiiled upon 
giving liiiii a lunuh and invited the 
judges on tiie beDeh to join them, and it 
IS a great pleasure to us all to have as 
our guest Lord Russell and his distin- 
guished companions. We would have 
envied the goo 1 fortune of the American 
bar if it alone nad liad the pleasure oi 
eiitertainiiij^ him; and now that he is 
ainonj;st us we are delighted that he 
auBweretl tho invitation oi lliu liar of the 
Uniteci IState?. becauKe it i,'avu liiiii an 
opporliuiity oi adding' now laurels to his 
already illustrious name. He is ii'it a 
stranyer to us; we have known him fur 
years a.s -Mr. diaries Ixii.'-sell, ti.t)., and 
as .Sir Charles Russell, throu^'li the tele- 
graph and tho press, whioli brought us 
tho eehoes of his elo(iaent voice, not 
only as a great lawyer, but as a promi- 
nent member of one of the great politi- 
cal parties of England. To a portion 
of our own population in Canada bis 
name became endeared when he 
devoted himself, and gave his valuable 
advice, eloquence and aBsistanee to the 
great Irish Nationalist Parnell ; and the 
gratitude of the whole Empire, and more 
jiartieularly of Canadians, is duo to liim 
for his (lefenee of our riiihts in tlie 
Beliring sea. We by no means receive 
' our guest as a stranger, for we, like him, 
are disciples of Themis. We have satal 
the same table ni sciences as himself; 
we ate ihi; tiame bread iif knowledge as 
he did, and an illustrious member of tho 
bar like him ia always welcome. AVe 
are proud to know that the Lord Chief 
Justice is a Catholic, liecaiiBe it is a sign 
of the great libeiality and freedom of 
conscience of the Eiiglish-speukini! peo- 
ple. Above the aristocracy of families 
there is a greater and a sirouger 
aristocracy — that-of knowledge. .Some 
years ago, wheri' Mr. Gladstone was 
passing through (Taris Madiinie Kicham- 
bert invited hituto a gatheringot l''reiieh 
literary and theatrical people. The eon- 
versatiun fell naturally on art, and men- 
tion was niacie of Ellen Terry as a great 
English artiste, and Gladstone, after lis- 
tening for some time, said there was a 
great artist in I-highunl, and he beL'an to 
sound his praises, iiul , Its be mentioned 
no name, the ^juesticjn was nulurally 
asked, " Who i, this t;i eat artist? " Anil 
Ghul.-iiMi.- said, "My irioiid, Charles 
RusKoil." Thru came, naturally enuuiih, 
from Ma<hime KicliamhiT , "At what 
theatre dues li(^ perform'.'" And Glad- 
Btoneanswcrcil, "At Wesuiiinsler Ilall." 
Madame Hieliamhert hud never belore 
heard u{ Ctiarles liussell, and aiuce then 
she has found out all about him, and 
she knows that Mr. Gladstone rightly 
described him as a great artist." 

Loril K'lisaell, who, on rising to his 
feet, ^ received a tremendous ovation, 
spoke ae follows : "i feci, indeed, bi^;hly 
honored at the fai!t lliatsu distiiiguislied 
a body of members of my own jirofes- 
sioa and judges of your courts have 
thought it within their gracious and 
kind hosjiitality to jiay thiemarked cum- 
pliment to me and my friends who ac- 
company me. I have to thank your 
Lord Chief .Jusliee (Sir Alexander l^a- 
coste) and the other learned brethren of 
the bench for their presence hiue to-day. 
I am not sure from an incident whis- 
pered to me during the morning, tliat 
there has not been an interruption of 
the business of the courts on the part of 
learned brethren on tho Bench, for J 
learned that the Hon. Mr. Justice Oiu- 
metattd the other learned judges fol- 
lowed a Cfiurso which only the greatest 
sense of hospitality couhl have prom pl- 
ed, and adjouriiecl the courts that they 
might tlo mysell and the friends who 
accompany me the honor of their pres- 
ence on this occasion. 

" You, Monsieur le liatonnier, have 
made reference to me and to my eare(:r 
in my professional charauti^r, and some 
reference even to my political career. 
As to my professional career, what I 
have most aesired to obtain, what I (lat- 
ter myself, what I believe I did obtain, 
was me esteem and approval of my . 
brethren in my own profession . You ■ 
Jmve made kind allusion to tho fact that ' 
I liad the honor of reprcs- ntiiig import- ' 
ant interests of tho Duminiou in the 
Behring Sea Tribunal of Arliitratioii. I 
liad that honor, and I am very glad in- 
deed that the cllorta F was able to make 
ensured at least some measure of sue- 
ceSH for those interests. A <;oiiiplele 
vindication was estahlisluMl of the legal 
rights advamied by Great Britain, and a 
vindication <jf the riirhts advanctMl on 
the part of the United States, and al- , 
though I am far fiom thinking that the 
Dominion interests were not somewhat 
lessened and somewhatrestricted by that 
angust tribunal, I feel most strongly that 
the fact of the establishment of that 
tribunal presided over by a great states- 
man of the Republic of France, the fact 
that the great English-sneaking nations 
bad agreed . to refer their matters of 
difference to a*peacefal arbitration, was

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touches closely upon politics, still jios- 
fcessing a living interest, and dividing 
parties — the humble part 1 took, in con- 
junctien with tliat most distinguished 
man, (iladstone, on the Irish questii^n. 
I regret nothing tliat 1 did on that cpies- 
tion. 1 am no longer an active ))olili- 
cian, but I look hack with nride to the 
fai^t that on the back of the lirst bill to 
give Ireland riglitsof local government, 
thai on the back of that bill, in conjunc- 
tion with that of Mr. Gladstone and that 
ot Ml, Morley, my own naine'appears. I 
have said that this is a ipieation which 
divides political parties ; and I will not 
further dwell upon it, beyond saying 
that while in the part I took I was anxi- 
ous to serve' the interests of the land of 
my birth, my advocacy of that cause 
was not merely given for Ireland itsidf, 
but because in uiving it for Ireland 1 
\\a3 giving it fur the interests of the 
whole lunpire. 1 turn nmv from the 
allusions to myself and the friends who 
accompany me ; and Jet me say a word 
about 

OtIU OW.S- I'llOFESSION 

in this land. There is nothing that has 
struck me more in Canada than to lind 
the exalted and important place whizh 
the piofession of the law has in the pub- 
lic affairs of Canada. It was only last 
night that I was alluding to the fact that 
in the government of Mr. Laurier they 
are all, with one or two exceptions, men 
who have iieen, or are now in the profes- 
sion of the law. ICven as to Sir Richard 
(Jartwright I lind that, although not ad- 
mitted, he studied for the bar for two 
years. It siieaks volumes for the conli- 
<lence .wliich the community place in the 
ability and integrity of the lawyers. The 
1 iwyers are not in these positions merely 
because they are barristers. The elec- 
tors who elect their representatives 
know that they have the qualilications 
for the position they occupy. It shows 
that there is confidence placed in the in- 
tegrity and honor of the great 
ijrofe-ioiou nf the law. But wlipu 
all , is t-aid and done the words of 
that great orator and lawyer, Webster, 
are true, llial the greatest abiding inter- 
est ol any nation is the law, the settled, 
hiiiiest administration of the law. i 
have fiometimes tlioui;ht that in the case 
of the judges charged with the great and 
responsible dut}' oi the administration 
oi the law, the slate did not recognize 
siitlicientij' the jiosition that liiese 
jutigea fill. Jiveii in England it is true 
to-day that in the cases of nine out of 
ten appointed to hold oflice in the 
.Supreme court they have to make great 
saei ifices in taking a seat on the bench. 
I do not mean to say that 

TIIIC .I'.^V.MKNT or .Il'DCUS 

should approach the very great incomes 
ot the leading individual members of 
the bar; but I venture to say that, in 
J'^nglanil ami here, where we, independ- 
ent of tho judges, and the respect 
in which they are held is undoubtedly 
higli, the remuneration and position of 
the judges ought to be such as to attract 
the ambition and desire of the best 
men in the profession. It certainly does 
81 > in this land and in England to a great 
extent; but there is a great diserepancy 
between the incomes of the leading 
n:iemberB of the bar and those of the 
great body of the judges on the bench. 
1 t hink it in the interest of the commu- 
nitv, not ill tin; narrow sense of the pro- 
les.-ion, that tlni posil lou slKJuld be look- 
ed iij) to as an eUn'ated one, worthy of 
the noblest and bij;her-t ambition. ()ne 
word more; you are working out on this 
great coiitini'iil an exiieriineat which 
the worlil is noticing, ^'ou are showing 
to the world, demonstrating to tlie 
worid, that men who are of ditl'erent 
races, dilferent nationalities, different 
creeds and different languages can yet 
live in harmony together. 

OX A HAD FOUNDATION. 

East River BriclK''. New Yorli, a So.-irce of 
Dfiu^er niul Alarm. 

Xi;w YoHK, Sept. 10. — The undermin- 
ing of the rear wall at the luist river 
end of Fifty-second street caused alxmt 
twenty feet of the street and about 1,000 
cubic feet of the wall to topple over into 
the river with a crash that started the 
neighborhood for severid blocks around 
on Sunday evening.

Tons of earth and 
cobblestones fell upon a boat house, and 
two sl^iSVi belonging to a boatman, 
crushing them like eggshells.

IS UNIONISM SOVIALISMf 

The British Trades Union Congress 
woald have done well if It, as proposed, 
had lescinded Mr. Kier Hurdle's souiiil- 
iatic resoltUion of IS'JJ. That resolution 
coiupletoly idoiUilied L'liionirttii witli 
yocialisu;. Its purport was to put into 
the hands of the Government — " to na- 
tionalize " — the land and all the roeans 
of production, distribution and extihange. 
The Unionistd by that resolution de- 
clared that tlioy believed tiiiit the Ciov- 
erniiieiit should lie the oidy landlord 
in tin; country, the only luiiinihic- 
tnrer, the only mine-owner ami miner, 
the only merchant, the only 
banker, th" only common carrier; 
In a word, they expressed their inten- 
tion to endeavor bj' means of legislation 
to place the whole business of the na- 
tion within the purview of the state. 
This resolution, sinj;iihir to say, ])as.':ed 
u'itliout oppu.sition. M:iny of tlie delo- 
jjate-', without iloiilit, did not reahze the 
full signitieanco ol the resolution they 
were asked to vote for. But the expe- 
rience of the last two years has con- 
vinced the Union leaders that their 
cause has been injured by ideatifyiii^j it 
with Socialism, while the cause of So- 
cialism in Great Britain has not been 
advanced. They found that there 
are larjie numbers of llniunists, 
men who give strength and re- 
spectability to their oreanization, 
who are not Socialists, but somethinj; 
very much the reverse. When it was 
proposed to rescind liardie's resolution 
and theret)y to take from Trades l.'ninn- 
iam the reproaidi of Socialism, it is to lie 
regretted that the motion was not re- 
ceived and carried. Tlie resolution to be 
enbstitated for it was in all conscience 
Socialistic enough to satisfy all but out- 
and-out Socialists. It was adopted and 
we very much question that it, when it 
comes to be fully understood, will ho 
niuoh more pooiilar with the rank and 
file of the or^'aiii/.ation than was Kier 
Hardie'a resolution. We doubt very 
much if the majority of workingmcn 
in Great Britain believe that " it is es- 
sential to the maintenance of KriLisli 
induatriea to nationalize the land, luiiiea, 
niineralf, royalty, rents, and railways, 
and to niuiiici|iali/.e all water, arti(i(ual 
lii^ht, and tramway undertakings within 
the several authorities." The qnes- 
tions involved in these changes are all 
deep enough, and intricate enough to 
task the abilities of the greatest and 
most far-seeiiif? statesmen, and it is not 
to be supiiOHcd that they tiro to be nias- 
tcred witliout stmly and lolloctioii l?v 
men who have neither the time nor the 
capacity to give tliem the consideration 
they deseive. When they come to be 
diBOuased, if they ever do, with a practi- 
cal end in view, the membGra of trades 
anions, like the members of society iin 
general, will 1)0 divided upon them, not- 
withstanding the resolution wliicli tht-ir 
congresa has passed, apparently without 
any op])09itioii worth speaking of. 

It ia very questionable if the causa of 
Union will be benefited by committing 
it to a state policy afTecting all clasBea 
in the nation, from tlie hiRheBt to the 
lowest, of the nature and oflecta of 
which the vast majority of Unionists 
can have no conception. It does 
not seem to us that the great mass of 
the British nation ia prepared to make 
Buch advances t(}v?ard|i"SipoiaHBm as are 
'implied in the*rft8olutibriv passed by the 
British Trades Union Congress, But it 
must be before the changes outlined in 
the resolution which wo have quoted 
can bo effected. They are changes whicli 
nothing leas powerful than the will 
the wUole nation pan bring about. : ■ j 



A CHANGE OF TUNE. ■ 

It is not a little amusing to see the 
Times attempting to justify the Laurier 
Government in drawing money from the 
treasury without the authority of Par- 
liament. We remember the time when 
it drew very heavy draft? on its vocabu- 
ary in denouncing the Fi-ovincial Gov- 
ernment for taking money for the pub- 
lic service on Governor's warrants. 
Our contemporary did not then pay 
much attention to the use that was 
made of the money or to 
the urgency of the Government's 
requirements. It condemned the pro- 
ceeding on i)rinciple aa taking the power 
of the inirse out of the hands of the repre- 
sentatives of the people. But now when 
a Government composed of men of its 
own party takes not a few thousands but 
hundreds of thousands out of the Domin- 
ion Treasury without the authority of 
Parliament, it is all right. 

The Governmentcannot honestlyjilead 
urgency in this case. Its ineiiihers when 
in opposition, without the shadow of an 
excuse, deliberately created the exigency 
which it now pleads as a pre- 
text for taking money out of the pub- 
lic treasury in an unconstitutional man- 
ner. Having, though in a minority, 
the power to oli.striict tlie hii.sinesH ol 
the lloii.sc,the (liits u^cd that power in 
t!ie most unprincipled manner. They 
would not permit the Government of 
the day to pass a single item— even those 
necessary for the maintenance of the 
public service — of the estimates. They 
were warned of the conseiinences, but so 
loiit: as they annoyeil the tiovernmeiit 
and wr.-ted tlie time of I'arHameiit what 
did they care fni' conseiitu'iices? They 
knew that after the 1st of July the Gov- 
ernment that might be in power would 
not have a dollar at its command with 
which to p:iy the men who were in its 
service. They hoped to be in office 
then themselves, and they were ready, 
whether it was constitutional or not, 
safe or unsafe, to take out of the treasury 
every dollar that they might want. 
Under such circumstances it was the 
merest hypocrisy for a Grit Government 
to plead urgency as Sir Oliver Mowatdid. 
They deliberately created the situation 
themselves, knowing well that whatever 
liuveriiinent miglit be in power it, if tlie 
public servants were to be paid, wouUl 
iiave to raise money irregidarly and in a 
sense unconstitutionally. 

The Times finds fault with the Oppo 
si lion for criticising the conduct of the 
Government in this matter. The Oppo- 
sition would not be doing its duty if it 
did not criticise the course |)ur- 
aued by the Government and con 
demn it. If the Grits were in Oiqio 
sition under such circumstances tlie 
country would never hear the last of 
the irregularity. The Government 
would be condemned in the strongest 
terms for its recklessness and its con- 
tempt of the constitution. And it 
would deserve to be condemned. It 
indeed funny to see bow readily the 
Grit organs change their ttino. To jiis 
tify to-day what they condemned yes 
terday is to them the easiest thing in 
the world. 



AN EXPENSIVE SBAM. 

Mr. Laurier's Government, which is 
pledged to economy up to the hilt, pro 
poses to throw away a large sum of the 
people's money for no other earthly 
purpose than to secure the votes of a 
coi^iparatively few ailvocates (jf pro- 
hibition. Tlie Prenii(!r has ex|)resstd 
his inteiitii)ii to liave a plebiscite on the 
question of (irohibition some time in the 
near future. This plebiscite ia nothing 
better than a wanton waste of money 
It does not advance the cause of tem- 
perance to any aiipreciable extent 
.\fter the election is held and the votes 
c iiinled the <:ause of teinjierance will be 
Ijrecisely where it is now. The 
idebiscite has no public authority what 
ever, and as a test of public opinion 
it is not to be relied upon. The great 
majority of electors will not go out of 
their way to cast a vote which can have 
no oll'ect whatever. The ardent advo 
catcH of iiroliibilion will no doubt make 
an eneryelic canvass to get votes, and 
numbers knowing that the vote can 
have no practical efTect will, merely to 
please them and to avoid being pestered, 
go to the polls; l^tit very many of those 
who are opposed to ))rohii)ilion will let 
matters fake their course. They are 
convinced that the plebiscite on tin 
part of the tiovernment ia a mere Hham, 
a devici: to make an appearaiici! of 
doing something while really nothing is 
being done, and consequently will not 
take the trouble to vote. The 
proper way to test the sincerity of the 
Government on the question of prohibi 
tion ia the way in which it is tested on 
every other question. Let ministers 
make prohibition a Government ques- 
tion and submit to Parliament a bill 
prohibiting the manuTacture, importa- 
tion and Bale of intoxicating drinks 
within the territory of the Dominion. 
When iVIr. Laurier's Government takes 
its political life in its band and goea to 
the country on the prohibition issue, 
temperance men and women may be- 
lieve it to be sincere. But when it de- 
lays coming to a decision on the 
queatlon and instead of; .boldly 
making it an issue at the polls 
promises to waste the"^!"- people's 
money in holding an election the only 
effect of which will be, as its memljera 
think, tp enable them to see how the cat 
will jiimpi On ' the queatipn,-' tjiey are 
entitled%'ri6thirig"l)iit the coriteinpt of 



all aincereland earnest advocates of tera- 
pdrance. ' 

It was very easy to see that .Sir Oliver 
Mowat waa tinder no illusion aa to tlie 
nature and the ellect of the plebiscite. 
He gave liia consent to it in a qualified 
and shame-faced way. He knows from 
experience what a plebiscite amounts 
to. He bad ,|iried it in Ontario and the 
result was such, that he could have had 
no desire to repeat the experiment ou a 
larger scale. ' 

A BREACH OF HOSPITALITY. 

Although ]\Ir. Maxwell, who only the 
other day left his pulpit to take a 
seat in the House of Commons, sees no 
difficulty in placing a tax which is in- 
tended to be prohibitive on the immi- 
gration of Ohinamen, Sir Henri Joly, 
who is one of the leading statesmen of 
the Dominion, evidently believes that 
the imposition of such a tax is a most 
serious matter, likely to be followed by 
imiiortant conKe>iuencea, not to Canada 
only but to the whole British nation. 
Sensible people will ask themselves w ho 
is tlie more likely to bo right in this mat- 
ter, the clerical member from Vancouver, 
who necessarily knows very little 
about mattera of state, or tlit! 
able and experienced (.Quebec states- 
man. Sir Henri Joly is known 
in (.Quebec as a public man of the strict- 
est integrity. His upright and honor- 
able conduct in lioth public :iii(l [)rivate 
life has won for him the lespecl of men 
all ))arties and cri'cds ir. the province 
of tjiiebec, and it will not be long before 
he is lieM in equally high esteem in the 
other priivinces of the Dominion. Sir 
Ihmri Joly saw that his own honor and 
the honor of the Dominion would be 
tarnished if iinytliing was siiid or done 
in parliament (lU'ensive to China while 
the representative of the Luii)ire of 
China was in Canada, the gnest of its 
Govornment.

Miirksofthe tTiill' Declared to lie 
Shotvvouiuls and Seizure 
Follows. 

Another of the seized sealers, the 
British schooner Aurora of which Cap- 
tain Thomas Brown is master, arrived 
home yesterday afternoon, having been 
ordered to report at Victoria by Captain 
Ernest Flett, of II. M.S. Icarus. She 
had been boarded in Bebring sea by the 
U.S. revenue cutter Rush, placed under 
seizure, supplied with a prize crew and 
instructed to run to O'jiialaska where 
the British warsbij) was stationed. The 
oll'ence charged against her was not — ns 
in the cases of the ISeatrice and Ainoka 
— that of having entered the prohibiteci 
zone, but of having used firearms con- 
trary to international law in the Behring 
sea. The cliarge was based on the fact 
that several skins were jiroduced by 
Cai)tain Brown in which holes had been 
made with the gaff in drawing the 
speared seal into the boats. These had 
been carefully laid to one side when 
.'jailed I'.tul the particulars of how the 
boles were causeo, duly attested by the 
hunters, entered in the log. As soon as 
the boarding party from the Rush visit- 
ed the schooner these skins were sub- 
mitted for inspection and the informa- 
tion regarding them produced from 
the log. The cutter's people decided 
to report back to their commander, tak- 
ing the skins with them for inspection, 
ami as a result the yealing up of the 
ship's papers and formal notice of seiz- 
ure foUoweil. Tb(! circumstances of the 
case as above related, together with the 
fai t that tlu! interruption came just as 
the schooner was doing tine work among 
the seals, makes the seizure all the more 
vexatious. 

To quote from a mumoraudiini of tiie 
cruise prepared by Captain Brown, the 
Aurora sailed from hero on tlie 7th of 
January last, under charter for the seal- 
ing season to J. lirombley, G. Broinbley, 
II. Murray, H. Brown and Thomas 
Brown — the latter being in command. 
The run across to the Bonin islands was 
uiadtMii (i.S days, and sealing was com- 
meiiced on the 'JUth of March. Bnluck- 
ily the weatlii!r all through Apiil was 
most nn|)ro[iilious, and llioiii:b many 
seals were seen, few could be secured. 
As the schooner's coal and water accom- 
modations are somewliar limited, it was 
necessaiT to leave the hifnting grouniis 
early, and the Aurora arrivetl back at 
Hakodate on June -1 ami lauded her '.Vlh 
skins. While in port, Captain l5rown 
arranged with Captain O'Leary, of the 
l''ortuna, to meet liim at a point on - the 
Kamscbatkan coast and receive the 
Aurora's lireariuH, the Fortuna intend- 
ing to spend some time hunting on the 
Copper Island grounds and the^Aurora's 
skipper deciding to go to Behring sea 
direct. This meeting did not take place, 
however, the Aurora being late in 
reaching Cojiper island, and Ca|)tain 
Brown aecoixlingly deemed it advisable 
to go to Atii and from there run to Ouii- 
alaska to land the i.'uiis and ammuni- 
tion if this were found to be necessary. 

( )n tlie very uveniug of arrival at .\tu, 
the Aurora |-eceivefl a call from the 
Second Lieutenant of the U.S.S. (iiant, 
stationed there, his liral ini|iiiry lieiiigas 
to how long the schooner intended to le- 
niain. The skipper explained that the 
vessel had gone very foul and he intend- 
ed beaching and cle'aning her befoul pro- 
ceeding. At the same time he inlormed 
the American officer of the guns being 
on board and asked if it would be neces- 
sary to run to Ounalaska to land them, 
not wishing to run au}' risk by carrying 
them into the Sea. 

The oliicer gave promptussnraiice that 
the t-iij) woulil not lie nec(;ssary, and ex- 
plained that the law did not forbid the 
carrying, but only the use of lireariiis in 
sealing in Behring sea. 

After taking a rough estimate of the 
ammunition aboard and having no 
appliances for weighing it, the Lieuten-

ant said that ho would accept Captain 
Brown's statement as to (luantities. The 
s-ealinir man had in memory, however, 
the 1895 experience of the E. B. Marvin, 
and realizing that it would be better to 
be on the safe side said that he would 
prefer to have the American oflScer take 
account of everything for himself, count- 
ing the wads, primers and shells, and 
giiessing if he could do no better at the 
weight of powder and shot. 

This was done and th(: subject of skin 
markings and holes next receiving con- 
sideration, Captain Brown was instructed 
that in the event of a hole being made 
with the gall', in hauling a seal into the 
boats, or if a seal was taken mutilated 
by i)revious :diot wounds — to make entry 
of all the circumstances, salt the skins, 
keep them separate from all the rest and 
show tliera to the first boarding oflicer 
met Willi in the .Sea, explaining the facts 
to him. 

■^You will find all the oflicers a good 
common-sense lot of men," he con- 
eluded, " and if you do this everything 
will beuli right and quite satisfactory to 
everyone." 

The Sea was rciehed in good time and 
.August 1 dawned bright and clear with 
perfect sealing weather. The boats 
were sent out at ."> a.m. but returned at 
10 as the ivind hail commenced to blow 
fresh from the northeast. They brought 
liack four seals, one of which was found 
to have a gall' hole in it. The hunter 
i!xplaiue<i that the seal was unusually 
wild and that it had been necessary to 
gaff it in oriler to hold it. This inforina- 
tiou was duly entered in the log and at- 
tested by the hunter and tlie skin was 
salted and put to one side in compliance 
with instructions. Later in the season 
three other skins were laid aside under 
similar circumstances, and at 8 a.m. on 
the 1 1th the cutter Rush steamed along- 
side, luiving boarded the Macdonald 
(with .Otl skins at that date) only the day 
Ijefme. 

The boarding party included Second 
Lieut. Baniels, a petty oliicer and two 
seamen, to the first of whom Captain 
Brown exhibited the four reserved skins 
and the entries in the log concerning 
them, briefly explaining the matter. The 
entries were duly endorsed correct, tlii! 
count of ammunition checked and veri- 
lied,and the lieutenant and bis party 
returned to the cutter saying that every- 
iliing^appeared to be quite satisfactory. 

Shoi'tly afterwards Oflicer Bellinger 
came on board the schooner and asking 
for the mutilated skins took tlieni back 
with him to the Rush, This was about 
i) :;it) a.m., and at noon a demand was 
made for all the ship's papers. At i, 
a boat with Lieut. Daniels, Betty Odicer 
Ross and two seamen (!am(; alongside, 
Willi them al.'io being the four sealskins 
neatly done up in a box and eecureil with 
red tape anil plenty of sealing wax. The 
Lieutenant ^lassed a letter to Catitaiii 
Brown from. Captain Roberts of the 
Rush saying that he had seized the 
schooner for having on board four skins 
of seals that " had unmistakeably been 
shot in Behring sea, ".a nd ordering the 
vessel to Dutch harbor (Ounalaska), 
direct. 

The cutter's oflicer then infm nieil the 
sealer that nine lioiea had been found in 
the one skin and from one to five in each 
of the others. Captain Brown replied 
that each skin contained but one hole 
when it came al.oard, and that if the 
number had grown rats must bo resjiou- 
sible, as no gun had been touched einee 
entering ths sea. 

At about 5 p.m., another of the^ boats 
returned with eight seals and the officer 
was called to see that there were no flre- 
arms in the boat; in skinning the seals 
two were found to have holes made with 
the gair. The odiciu- took tliem on board 
the Rush and sliowed them to Capt. 
Roberts, explaining that the boat coii- 
tarncd no liruarms, only four spears and 
a galL Officer Bellinger ne.tt took the 
skins and remarked that they looked 
very much like shot holes. It was tise- 
lesB to sav they were not, the Aurora Imd 
to iro to Ounalaska. 

This port was made on the 17th, one 
of the CarrieC.

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Waabingrtou Like British Coluinbia 
Possessed of Immense Resources 
—The Boundary Question. 



A Vast and Valuable Territory Lost 
by British Compromise auU 
Delay. 



(Written for the Colonist.) 
In my last letter, in which I (,':ivo 
some notes from "Across the Bouiul- 
"ary," I dealt mainly with politics; nii- 
turally, lic-uautio it is tiie tliinf» just now 
tliat strikes you. must fori:iljly. You 
bruatlie it just tlu! 'jaiiiu as you ijroatlie 
tlie fo;; tlit'i^cj uitjlits. Tlie air ia sur- 
cliargecl with it. WJien the wuatlier ia 
estremely warm the first tbing you tell 
about in a letter ia the beat. The politir.- 
al atmoaphere on llie otiier sido is vi-jy 
sultry; but there is mucli or iiitf!ru;-t, uf 
greater importanco in \Vasiiin.t;toii ami 
Oregon tlian tduir i)oliliuH. 

Leaving tliat very couiforLablo and 
weli-tHiuippi'd Btoainor, tiieCity oiKin};- 
ston, al He.ttllu or Ta(:oina,a« you plca.se, 
yoi; talti! tin; Xorlluirn I'acilio for I'ort- 
land. Both Seatilo and Tauomn seemed 
to be crowik'd wiili people. At tlie for- 
mer place the t'orepaugli-Sells great cir- 
cus was in full ijlast. At Taconia a 
Republican state convention wiis in i)ro- 
gresa. If there are any two things wliich 
rouse Americans to a high state of en- 
thnsiasm and feverish excitement they 
are a ciruus anil a politicul convention. 
Botli in a pecnliiir siwiso iire American 
institutions. The sumuinum boauui uf 
developuient lias been evolveil in each. 

The XorLliern I'acitii: is to the State of 
Washiny;lon what the C.IM-I. ia to iirit- 
isii Coluiiil)ia and the Nortlnvest. It 
lias various rainitieations, ami it the 
boom had been maintained it is bard to 
say to what corner it woiiUI not have 
got. It luis in the future great poasi- 
• bilitiea still, because \Vashin<^ton, like 
British Columbia, is a state of inuiiense 
resources and great extent. There are 
coal, ^old, silver, agricultural lands, lisb 
and timber and'all the rest of it— just 
the same as at home. The iiractical 
problems are much the same. There are 
more people than in British Columbia, 
but actual development is about on a 
par. The future of both will be on simi- 
lar lines, and when one becomes great 
the other ia hound to follow its example. 
Although Urej^on is like both, tlie Col- 
umbia river would have beiui a very 
natural boundary line for the rogpective 
possessions of the United .Slates an<l 
Canada, and had not the diplomatic 
blunderings of Great Britain l)een 
BO successfully tlisjjlayed in the past 
it would liave been an immense 
satisfaction to have looked upon 
the people of Oregon on thta south, and 
the Innuits, or whatever they are, of 
Northeast Silieria, as our nearest neigh- 
bors. Of course there might have been 
some squabbling about tlie salmon of 
the Coluinbia river when the fishermen 
and laws of the twocountries came in con- 
tact, just as there is between Washing- 
ton and Oregon at times, but sensible 
Canadians would be willing any day to 
swap oil" the Behring sea and Alaakan 
boundary disijutea for the Columbia 
river ditliculty. These are vain repin- 
ings, however, and the thing to be 
thankful for is that the line was not lo- 
cated at " lifty-four forty," as George 
Francis Train would have it or light. 

One cannot help metaphorically, if 
no other way, bestowing a hearty kick 
oa the statesman who by his supineucHH 
dilatorinesa and lack of diplomatic aiK 
political shrewdness allowed events to 
drift along until American niissionarieH 
and American settlement cri-pt in an( 
solved the problem of boundaries by oc 
oupation. Until that time the Ameri 
can people, no more than the British, 
appreciated the value of the Northwest 
of the I'acilic. Apart from theJSpaniards 
wlio, after the Nootka convention, aban 
doned the Coast, the British were the 
pioneers. TheXorrh-Weet Co. and the 
Hudson's Bay Co., British aubjecfs, were 
fur many years the only white occupant 
of the Oregon territory. It is true Capt 
Gray entered the mou*.h of the Colnm 
bia, but Broughton was the first to sail 
up itand went as far as Fort Vancouver. 
It ia true, too, that President JefTerson, 
who was one of the greatest iiiul most 
far-seeing of Americans, sent the cele- 
brated expedition of Lewis an<l Clark 
1803-5, to explore the Wi^at, and 
they were the lirat to descend 
the Columbia via overland; but he 
expressly declared to the foreign powers 
interested that the expedition had no 
political or ulterior object, but was 
purely in the interest of literature and 
science (although ho sent a secret 
message to congress wiiich stated quite 
the opposite). 

It is true John Jacob Astor founded 
Astoria at the mouth of the Columbia, 
which was intended as a great entrepot 
for the fur trade of the Pacific Coast for 
the profit of himself and the honor and 
glory of the United States; but it was 
given up by purchase to the Northwest 
cominuiy aa well as lost in the fortunes 
of war of 1812-14, and allliough restored 
snbaeciuently at a time when Great 
Britain could have dictated her own 
terms of i)eace the restoration iinduded 
the fort and belongings only and not tlu. 
Oregon territoiy as a whole, as some 
American hiBliu-ians would nnd<e out. 
In 1824 and 1S25 when Great Britain, 
the United States and Euasia wore en- 
deavoring by convention to determine 
the boundary of their respective possea- 
sioDB On the Pacific Coast, was the time, 
if not, indeed, at the close of the war of 
1812, to have settled it once and for all. 

The promulgation in 1823 of the cele- 
brated Monroe doctrine to a largo de- 
gree estranged all the governments of 
Kuroije, ami left it prai-tically without 
support, in so far as British claims to the 
Oregon territory might have been con- 
cerned. The declaration with respect to 
the countries south of the United States 
was aimed at the Catliolic nations of 
Europe seeking to establish their mon- 
archical forms of government, as a 
■■menace to republican institutions; and 
that with respect to the Northwest coast 
„ set Ruaaia and Great Britain on nettles. 
' Instead, therefore, of taking advantage 
"of the situation presented to conclude 
negotiaticms then pending, Great Britain 
by a series of ,compromiaeB. with the 
United States allowed the question of 
territorial jurisdiction tn remain open 
until, as 1 have already stated, the 
American migration, lieaded by tlie 



inis8it)naries, set in to Oregon. Dr. 
Marcus Whitman, described as the man 
who " saved Oregon "—a physician and 
pastor — and his colleagues set an acita- 
tion on foot and congress by the ears, 
and the tiling was done. ' Thiti was per- 
fectly right so far as .Whitman and con- 
gress were concerned; but' what from 
every point of view might have, and 
ouglit to have, been Biiiidli territory 
was lost to us, 

I do not .suir^'cst it now as a casus- 
belli, or a niatler lor bitierneea of. feel- 
ing or recrimination. On the other siile, 
you find all good Americans strong in 
the patriotic belief that they not only 
got what was rightly theirs, but that 
they alioulil bo in the undisputed pos- 
aession of all on tluH side of the Rocky 
mouutain.a up to the Arctic seas, and 
eveiytbmi: el.'c in sight beyond. The 
same men, had they had the good for- 
tune to have l>een horn in Canada, 
would undoubtedly agree with me, and 
no several better, claiming Oregon and 
California as well by right for the 
British. 

However, this is a very serious digies 
aion from what I started out to say. 
IVi 1 le 's )) h i loBophy maintains that " what 

is is right," and whether riuht or not, 
Wa;-biugtiin state is there to stay, ancl 
i^ in i^ouil hands. Canadians will 
joiee if il.s people make the most of 
nolile a po.-'sessioa. They are blood of 
our blood, with similar aims in view 
and .similar institutions, aiid a coui- 
moil civilization with which to work 
out a destiny. The common con- 
ditions <>1 soil, c!iiiiate, reaonrces 
and nationalitv will continue to 
act and react upon the two peoples of 
what miirht be termed neighboring prov- 
inces or states, in such a way that the 
progress of one must forever be a refle.>: 
of tlieoth^. 

Only — the mental reservation ia still 
there — one cannot help feeling in tra- 
versing the wide fertile valleys planked 
by rich aurifBEOUB mauntains; or sailing 
its waters filled with fish or skirting the 
foiests with their salal, huckleberries, 
brambles, s:dmon berries, alder, spruce, 
fir, and so on — all iilentical with our 
own — that while God made the country 
politicians made the iliviiling line. On 
which side of the -!l)th parallel the for- 
mer, in Ilia inscrutable wisdom would 
have placed us, may be a matter of con- 
jecture, Init He, 1 am bold enough to 
assert, would not have cut us in two.

W. C. T. U. WORK. 

Proceedings of tbe Provincial Convention 
Reviewed at Yes,terdaY's Local 
Meeting. 

At the parlor social given by theW. 
C.T.U. at the residence of Mrs. JIc- 
Xaugbton yesterday afternoon, a most 
interesting account was given by Mrs. 
SpoH'ord of the wt)rk of the Provincial 
\V. C.T.U. convention, which was held 
atNew Westminster on the 2nd, 3rd and 
Ith of September. After giving a brief 
outlining of the routine work of 
the convention, Mrs. Spoflbnl read 
the following plan of work for 
the coming year, as drawn uji 
by the committee and adopted by the 
convention after discussion and ap- 
proval : 

" 1. That the mothers of the W. 0. T. 
U. secure tho co-operation of the young 
people of the Christian societies in en- 
forcing the prohibitory tobacco law ; that 
literature on narcotics . be distributed 
among the young people and anti-to- 
bacco leagues be formed among the 
children of the puVilic schools or Sunday 
achoola. 

" 2. That a department ol systematic 
giving be established, and that our 
unions be urged to discountenance the 
raising of money to carry on W. C. T. U.

"IS. That each union endeavor to se- 
cure, if jioeaible, a promise from their 
luenibers to patronize t^roeers who do 
not sell siiirituiuis liijuors, in preference 
to those who do, even though the latter 
may be able to undersell the former by 
the extra profit they make upon their 
liquors. 

"1. That in those places where scien- 
tific temperance is not a compulsory 
subject taught in the public schoobs, 
prizes be offered by our unions for either 
tlie beat examination in this subject or 
the best essay written on some i)hase of 
total abstinence. 

"5. That inasmuch as the newapajier 
is to a large extent t he educator of tbe 
masses, your commiltec! would sugge.st 
that conacieiitious iiaiiKstakini.' ellbrts be 
made by our several iinioini in Kceuring 
and supplying with bright, cri^|) tem- 
perance news a part of a column in the 
daily or weekly newspapers. 

" G. That each union endeavor to se- 
cure the appointment of a police matron 
in its locality, and that the Provincial 
W. 0. T. TJ. endeavor to secure such an 
appointment for the Provincial jails. 

" 7. That, in order to increase temper- 
ance knowledge, and secure W.O.T.U. 
members, we recommend theobservance 
of membersliii) day once a quarter, iu- 
Htead of once a year. 

" H. That every ellbrt he made to 
educato the public mind to the beneli- 
cial efl'ect which woman's enfraMchise- 
ment will liave in improving the 
morals of our country. 

" !). That we urge upon the local W.C. 
T.U.'s to take advantage of the oppor- 
tunity of a change of government in the 
Dominion House of ConimoiiB to secure 
prohil)ition of tho manufacture and iin- 
jiortation of alcohol, in any form, ex- 
cept for mechanical, scientific and medi- 
cinal purposes, inasmuch as the present 
leader of the government expressed li ia 
willingneas to do all that waa in his 
power for the prohibition of the liquor 
trallic as fioon as it was the wish of tho 
majority of the Canadian voters."

In his 
opinioji free silver coiiuigo at the arbi- 
trary ratio of Hi ounces of silver to one 
on. ice of gold wt)uld be ecpiiva- 
lent to the coiilisscacion of the 
aaviiiga which the people have 
tniide in Imibiiiig and loan associations, 
wouUl delraud every man, woman and 
child will) have placed vlieir niont^y 
the bankj, and would rob tho farmers 
and the manufacturers to an immense 
amount. Ho says thntaccoiding to tlio 
report of the department of agriculture 
the total value of the main cereal cioris 
of iliia country in 1894 was f!)lio,-188,lU, , 
and ttiiit tiie Kjtiil sum belougiug to the 
peo|)le and held in trust in.these institu- 
tion:-', wliieli would be obliterated by the 
triumph of free and unlimited silver 
coinagt: would be seven ami one-half 
times the total valpe of tho annual cereal 
crop o( the United States. The total 
value of the manu/'.'ciured products of 
the country for the census year of 1S9U 
was .'fi),r;72,5;-i7,28S, The eBtablishment 
of a silver basis of value, as now pro- 
posed, would, be aaya, entail a loss to 
these three interests alone equal to So 
per cent, of this enormous output of all 
tbe manufacturing industries of the 
Union and would alTect directly nearly 
one-third of ita whole population. 

Mr. lloliart further says: " The propo- 
sition for free and unlimited silver coin- 
aue, carried to ita logical conclusion, and 
but one is possible, means, as before in- 
timated, legislative warrant for tho re- 
pudiation.of all existing indebtedness, 
public and i)rivate, to the extent of 
nearly TiO per cent, of the face value of 
all such indebteiUiesa. It demands an 
unlimited volume of Hal currency, irre- 
deeiiuible, ami therefore without any 
standard value in the markets of tbe 
world. Every consideration of public 
infereat and public lionor demands that 
til is proposition should be rejected by 
the American people. 

" This country can not afl'ord to give 
ita sanction to wholesale spoliation. It 
must hold fast to ita integrity. It must 
still encourage thrift in all proper ways. 
It muat not only educate its children to 
honor and respect the flag, but it should 
inculcate fidelity to the obligations of 
personal and national honor as well 
Both these great princii)lea should here- 
after be tauiilit in the common achools 
of the land, and the lesson iuii)ressed 
ni)oa those who are the voters of to-day 
and those who are to become the inheti- 
tora of sovereign jiower in this republic, 
thai it ia neither wise nor safe to make 
political platforms the mediums of aa- 
saiilt upon propert}', the peace of society 
and ui)on civilization itself. 

'* Until tiiese lessoris have been learned 
by our children and by those who have 
reached the voting ages, it can be only 
surmised what enliirhleiied statesmen 
and political economiHta will record aa 
to the action of a j)arty convention 
which offers an itiduceinent to national 
dishonesty by a premium of 47 cents for 
every 53 cents' worth of silver that can 
be extracted fn.nn tho bowela of the 
whole earth, with a cordial invitation to 
all to produci! it ar. our mints and accept 
for it a full silver legid tender dollar (jf 
lOO cents' rated value, to bo coined free 
of ttharge ami unlimited in quantity for 
|3ri vate a(;i;ount. 

" But vastly more than a mere asser- 
tion of a purpose to reconstruct the 
national currency Ih suggested by the 
Chicago platform. It assumes, in fact, 
the form of a revolutionary propaganda. 
It embodies a menace of national disin- 
tegration and destruction. This spirit 
manifested itself in a deliberate propo- 
sition to repudiate the plighted public 
faith, to inijiair the sandity of the ob- 
ligation ot private contracts, to crijiple 
the credit of the nation by .'^tripiiing the 
uoverriment ot ttie power to borrow as 
the urgent exigencies of the treasury 
may reipiire, and, in a woni, to over- 
throw all the foundations of tinancial 
and industrial stability. 

" Nor is this all . Not content with a

*' It aBsails the. judicial monuments 
reared by the constitution for the de- 
fence of individual rights and the public 
welfare, and it even threatens to destroy 
the integrity and independence of the 
supreme court, which lias been consid- 
eretl the last refuge of the citizen 
against any form of outrage and inde- 
peuLlence. 

" In the face of the serious peril which 
theeo propositions embody, it would 
seem that there could be but one senti- 
ment among richt-thinking citizens as 
to tbe duty of the hour. All men, of 
whatever jiarty, who believe in law, and 
have some regard for die sanredness of 
individual and institutional rights, must 
unite in defence of the endangered in- 
terests of the nation."

Regulalions for the Workiog of Street 
Mmf in ttie City of Victoriai 



Whereas the Coniieil of the City of Victoria 
deem it neecHsary and rdinisite for the (irolcc- 
tioii of the perso.is and property of tho public 
tluit the licHiilatinns hereinafter contained 
shall be iii'uie for operaiing Street Railways in 
the City ot Victoria: 

Therefore tho Municipal Council of the Cor- 
porutlon of tho City of Victoria enacts as fol- 
lows: 

1. No car weighing with its passengers more 
than elKhtandOhe half tons shall be allowed 
to cross Iho James Bay bridge or the Rock Bay 
bridge, and no such car shall be permitted or 
BUirorcd to carryover either of the said bridges 
more tliaii ^0 passeiiucrH at any one time. 

2. No oar shall ho propelled at a higher rate 
of spoedtban lour mile) anhourwhen crossing 
any bridge or trestle work, and when on a 
bridge or trestle work no car shall approach 
closer to any other car than 200 feet. 

:i. Shoiilil there bo any foot passengers on any 
iTiisslni; before the Car approaches the same, the 
car shall be stopped BO as to permit such pas- 
sen gers lo cross. 

•I. Each car is to bo supplied with a gong, 
which shall he sounded by tho motomeer or the 



ings, or nt inter.scctioiis of public streets, or at' 
sncli other reipilar sloppiiii; jiiaces as may be 
from time to time lixed by the Company. 

14. There shall he a conductor as well as a 
driver or motomeer on each car, except on 
such portions of the lines as may he hereafter 
dotermiuud by tho Corporation. 

15. The cars shall ho properly lii;hled. 

10. '1 lie t'oiisoliilated Railway Company shall 
keep all its car tracks free from ice and snow, 
aiiK shall remove sneh ice and snow to ony place 
that the City Engineer or .'Purveyor shall direct 
Tlie Corporation may, at its option, remove the 

hole, or such part of any Ice or snow from 
curb to curb, as it may see tit, from'any street,- 
or jiait of u street, in which oars are running,- 
Including the snow from the roofs of bouses, 
thrown or fallen into the streets, and that re- 
moved from tho sidewalks Into tho streets, and 
the Company shall pay one-third of the cost 
tliereoL — 

17. When necessary, in ease of lire, the Chief, 
or person in clmrge of the I'ire Department, or 
brigade, shall have the right to cut or pulldown 
any wires of the Company which obstruct the 
operations of Ihe llcemcn, or to direct that they 
shall be so cut or pulled down, and also to re- 
quire the Company to stop the running of its 
cars to or sear to the building or bullding» 
which maybe onhre, and the Corporation shall 
not be .liable for any loss or damage thus 
caused, 

IS. The said ("oinpany shall run Its cars over 
the whole of the streets mentioned In the 
Schedule to the agreement in tho Act respect- 
ing the Victoria Electric Railway and Lighting 
Company, Limited, 67 Vlctona, chap. 63, 
Statutes of British Columbia, on which tracks 
are now laid, ormay hereafter be laid, to the 
present city boundary lines on said stieets. 

lU. On or before tho 31st of Match, 1897, the 
said Company shall provide, to the satisfaction 
oi the Cl,y Lnginee. or Surveyor all its ears 
run on any of the said streets, with a guard, 
protector or fender upon the front end of each 
car, which guard protector er fender shall ex- 
tend at its foremost point as near to the road 
bed as shall be practicable, and shall be so con- 
structed and adjusted that any person or object 
struck by any such car while in motion may be 
either raised from the ground by tbe said guard 
protector or fender, and carried along by the 
said car until llie same can^be stopped or be 
l)ushed from the track. 

20. No parson, when not in danger of Injury, 
shall voluntarily get up on any such guard pro- 
tector or fender attached to any oar, as herein- 
before provided, whether such oar be standing 
still or in motion. 

21. The said t^impany, its sneee.^sors and as- 
signs and its ollieials and servants, shall con- 
form to and fniiy carry out ail the re.gniations 
and rules herein contained. 

22. The said Comjainy. its successors and 
assigns, and its servants and ollieials sliali cou- 
forni to ail such further and other regulations 
as the BUld Council shull from time to time 
deem requisite or necessary to enact for the pro- 
tection of tho persons or property of the public. 

2li. In casethesaid Company shall fail at any 
time lo ciniipiy Willi or eontnivoiie any of the 
eoiulitioiis or obligations Imiiosed upon it by 
these regulations, llie said Company shall be 
liable loand ini-iir a penally not exceeding ^50 
(lifty dollars) for each and every such contra- 
vention of any of the said eonilitions or obliga- 
tions, and the eiiforeemenl of this section Hhall 
devolve uiioii the membera of the iiolieo force 
of the city. 

21. Those regulations may be cited us the 
" Street Railway Regulations By-Law."

There are two (li.-tiiu't branches of 
this brand new pinsial. It is a dozen 
years or so siuco women wore first em- 
ployed ill tho retail sowing macliino 
business, !>ut only hdely liavo tho niau- 
nfaeturers of iiidiisl ' ial iiiacliines njier- 
ated by wiiiiien lal.xni to hiring women 
to fnlhiw up tho worlimen who set, up 
tho macidnes in factories and to teatdi 
tlu5 operatives tho proper \v;\y of niii- 
iiiiig tlieni. ^leu did this wcrlv formerly, 
but iilon;,' with the woman factory in- 
spector and tho greater consideration 
given generally to women factory work- 
ers cximc thofon;ii!ine mucliine teacher. 

Even the manuf;.cturers of cigar mak- 
ing machines now employ tactful young 
women to follow up their lalKir saving 
tools and to teacli the, factory girls luiw 
to use tliom. Tho pay of tho traveling 
teacher probably averages §15 a week 
and expenses, bat after tho novelty 
wears off most women consider the lack 
of home life, the kiiockiitg about from 
hotel to boarding house, a serious draw- 
back to the o( cai)ation. 

Tlio sewing iiiachino teacher, on tho 
other IkukI, receives smalli-r pay, b'.ifc 
her ^\•<]rk lacks th(> w-ar and tear of 
clothes and nerves which attach to tlu) 
traveling woman's calling. Tlu! sowing 
iuachin6 teacher is not emjdoyed direct- 
ly^ by the inauu'factnrc^rs, but -by. .tho 
managers of th6 ttgeiioies thtongh which 
tho"' mholiiws ura soict nt retail.' In tho 
large cities from If) to SO women are 
regularly < mployed by each of these 
agencies. Their business is to teach tho 
use of tho sowing machine and all its 
jiewfangled latest improvements. A 
few are employed in tlu^ ofHcos to ex- 
jilain the workings of the machines to 
jiossilile oustonier.s wiio conu! in. Al- 
most nine out of ten sewing nnicliincs 
are sold on tlic installment plau, after 
having been introduced into a house- 
hold for a two weeks' trial, and it i!3 
tho work of most of tho teachers to 
vi.sit tlio houses of these po.ssible cus- 
tomers and to teach them the proper n.se 
of the various atttudiments, the proper 
way to tlirea5>ii©}Glo and shuttle, how- 
to run tho treadle in order to got the 
most power and the variou.s other things 
that go to nuike a lirst class machine 
operator. Incidentally, of course, she 
points out tho superiority of this ma- 
ehiuo over all other m.ikes, puts iu a 
good word for the just dealing of licr 
coin]);'J!y and does her best to inlluciice 
tho customer to keep tho machine. It is 
also her duty to use her eyes and her 
judgment as to the oaro tho machine is 
likely to receiver and tin? condition it is 
lik-ely to be in if tlii^ (Mjmpanj' i.s obliged 
to tidce it back liecause of th(! failure of 
the purehiisi r to keep up tlu> ptiymouts. 

Occasionally an unsciaipidcjus lumse- 
wifo who has a lot of sowing to do gets 
!i machine on trial with no intention of 
buying it, but merely to save the rent, 
kIio would otherwise have to pay for its 
usi'. All these l'i;:igs thi' teacher i.s ox- 
])ectcd to note, .jiho must carefully re- 
cord the results of lior observation iu 
hor notebook after she letives tln! house 
and report to tho superintendent of the 
oflico the next: nuciiiiig. In tin- large 
■cities tho sewing machin(> teacher is as- 
signed to a regular district comprising 
a certain number of streets. She is ex- 
pected to rejiort at tho ofTico each morn- 
ing about 8 o'clock. She makes a report 
■of the jilaces slio has visited lh(> day be- 
fore with the results of her observation 
and is instructed liow to act in each 
case. A list of tho machines sent out iu 
her district tho day before is then given 
her and she begins hor visiting again. 
Sho is expected to make alrout ^.^ calls 
each day. In Now York tlio sowing ma- 
chine teacher needs among her other 
■qualifications a knowledgo of German 
as well as English, and if sho happens 
to b(> employed in a down town office 
she must mamige to actiuire enough 
Italian and jargon to make herself un- 
derstood in tho sweatshops. 

The purchaser of a machine is entitled 
to four lessons. When she gives tho 
fourth lesson, tho toaulicr expects to re- 
ceive tho lirst installment in payment 
for the machine. On all tho money she 
collects sho receives a commission in 
addition to her regular wages. Alto- 
•gother sho will recoivo on an average 
about !? 12 or a wook. Most girl.s 
who take uj) this work aro under 20 
yours old when they begin. Mauy^of 
thorn stick to it too. In wio of tho New 
York ofiOoes there is a woman who has 
(been a toachec to 15 year& 



■;;: -iri;'th'0' emiiUer towns tho sowing ma- 
jjhiho'tcaciivr i.'^ not so much a matter 
A ceiD so a-5 ;-.ho is m Now York, Ohi- 
.Mgo and other great centers, but sho is 
r.i.ning a tooth.old there' too. A town 
•t 1 '..'.i' I r.te .^i.'e ofVers much greater 
i^ii- riuiiiiie.-: to an enterprising sowing 
tnachino teacher than the great over- 
crowded citias; where the teacher loses 
'rack of her pupils its 'soon VvS she has 
ihushed the coiir:-(M)f lessons. In tho 
.-:';;ill; ;■ ph;ee hev customers will con- 
tiinie to live ia one place and lh(y will 
bectnno at least bowijig acquaintances. 
Tho oiiico Nvhicli oniploy.s her will also 
be likely to deal in .several diiLcront 
machines instead of handling only tlio.so 
made by one company as does the citv 
(.'flice. An observing girl will soon dis- 
cover all tlio peculiarities of dillereiit 
makes. Sho will learn how to take 
tliom apart and clean them. .And thou 
jirc^scntly if sho has proper enterprise 
.sho will find out how many of tho dross- 
nie.lvcrs' and tailors' shops of hor town 
are willing to make ii contract with lier 
to have tlioir machines overhauled and 
cleaned and repaired at regular inter- 
vals. Of course sho will keo]) a list ot 
her pupils and sho will call occasionanv 
to see if their machines need ropair.s or 
cleatung. In this way sho will probabiv 
be able to work up a repairuig tiiiil 
clciming route which will pay much 
bettor than hor original work. Then, 
too, if sho will road tho trade journals 
she will lie able to ke(-p informed on all 
tlie 111 w Ju.bor saving devices of inti-rest 
to dressmakers and tailors and sho may 
add to hor income by introducing them 
into the shops of her town.

It is seldom that two large steamships 
keep company for four days on a voyage 
across the Pacilic, but such was the re- 
port of the N. P. lii.er l>'.vandale, Capl. 
Buyers, which arrived hero from Japan 
yesterday morning. The Evandale over- 
took the Hupeh, also bound for this port, 
after leaving Yokohama and for nearly 
one hundred hours both steamed side 
by ^ide. Finally the pace set by the 
Xortherii Pacilii: liner got too hot for her 
conilianion and the latter, being under 
charter to the C. 1". l\. to bring a special 
cargo of tea from tlie Orient, and having 
no mail iiboard, began to diatippear alt. 
.Vlter this the Kvaiulale lost no time 
and came on uninterrupted by weather 
until the Cape was reached. There she 
was obliged to lay to in a fog for 24 
hours. Including this delay the ship's 
passage from Yokohama occupied 18 
days. Oa the trip a steamer's smoke 
w.i's seen in the distance and was taken 
to be that of the Victoria, while in lat 
Kit) W. and long, 4!) N. a four-masted 
acliooiier was seen, apparently bound 
for San I'rancisco from Otiiialaska. The 
Evandalo's cargo ainoiinted to less than 
one-tliird her carrying capacity, and 
consisted of 1,G00 tons of freight prin 
cipally lor Tacoina, and 50 tons tor Sai 
Francisco and Victoria. There were 
passengers brought by the steamer and 
these, .lapiinese, all landed at tisis port. 
The Evaiidale after discharginir all her 
freight takes on ballast at Taconia 
and sails for San Francisco, where 
she loads wheat cargo for England. Very 
few Oriental papers were brought by 
the vessel, but by the few received it is 
learned that a deplorable accident took 
place in a match factory at Himeji on 
the morning of August 15. While a 
number of girls were busy at work, fire 
suddenly burst out from a bundle of 
matclie.s which was beint; bandied. Four 
tons of matches acattc'reil about the room 
soon took fire, eiivelojiing all the girls. 
Six of them escaped without muoli in- 
jury. The day being a holiday tliore 
were few hands in the building, and 
considerable ttiue was lost before the lire 
could be got under control. One of the 
girls died the same day and another is be- 
yond reco very . E i g h t o 1 1 1 e r g i r 1 s r e (.'c i v e d 
severe injuries. Concerning the damage 
done by the typhoon of August 18, an 
exchanse says : "A number of the vil- 
lages which escaped the ravages of the 
great tidal wave of June last, were the 
chief sufferers. About 500 feet of em- 
bankment along the river Sakawa gave 
way and the villages of Matouda, Kan- 
edii and Soga were coiiiDlelely sub- 
merged. At nine o'clock in the evening 
the force of the typhoon was doiibleii 
and in two or three places the railway 
einbankmenl was destroyetl ami several 
bridges weri! carried awtiy."
